Student brings BB gun to school

WILMINGTON - Police 
locked down Wilmington High 
School on Friday morning 
after a student was found to 
have a BB gun on the premis- 


es, 

At approximately 9:00 a.m., 
a student displayed an Airsoft 
BB gun, resembling a 9mm 
handgun, to other students 
and to faculty. ‘The school 
was immediately locked down 
and School Resource Officer 
Brian Herman made a radio 
transmission to police dis- 
patch to alert them to the sit- 
uation. 

“The situation was quickly 
isolated, contained, and 
resolved,” Schools 


Superintendent Joanne 
Benton told the media just 
after noon in a press confer- 


ence held on the Town. 


“Of course, it’s always a 
dangerous situation in this 
type of incident,” Begonis 
said. “There was no threat 
made directly to anybody. All

McCauley pleads guilty 


Sentenced for embezzling millions from Dane Cook 


WOBURN - A Wilmington 
woman has pled guilty and 
was sentenced to serve time 
in State Prison in connection 
with stealing millions of dol- 
lars from entertainer Dane 
Cook, Attorney General 
Martha Coakley’s Office 
announced today. 

Erika McCauley, age 37, 
pled guilty today in Middlesex 


Superior Court to charges of 
Larceny over $250 (2 counts) 
and Conspiracy to Commit 
Larceny. After the plea was 
entered, Superior Court 
Judge Mary-Lou Rup sen- 
tenced McCauley to serve 
two-and-a-half years to three 
years in State Prison, to run 
concurrent with a probation- 
ary period of 13 years. While

McCauley pleads guilty

Probation. She was ordered 
to relinquish all interest in 
several properties and busi- 
ness ventures in Maine and 
Massachusetts that were 
obtained using the stolen 
funds. 

On October 13, 2010, Erika's 
husband, Darryl McCauley, 
age 45, pled guilty in connec- 
tion with this case. Darryl 
pled guilty to charges of 
Larceny over $250 (27 
counts), Forgery (3 counts), 
Embezzlement by a 
Fiduciary, Uttering and 
Conspiracy. Darryl 
McCauley was to serve five to 
six years in State Prison, with 
a concurrent probationary 
period of six years. After the 
completion of his State 
Prison sentence, Darryl will 
have to serve another 10 
years of probation. As condi- 
tions of his probation, Darryl 
has been ordered to pay resti- 
tution to the victim and sub- 
mit to financial monitoring 


by the Department of 


Probation. He was ordered to 
relinquish all interest in sev- 
eral properties and business 
ventures in Maine and 
Massachusetts that were 
obtained using the stolen 
funds. 

In December 2008, the 
Attorney General's Office 
began an investigation after 
the matter had been referred 
by Cook and his lawyer. 
Darryl McCauley was Cook’s 
half-brother and he used this 
relationship to profit from 
Cook's earnings. McCauley 
was the business manager for 
Cook from the early 1990's 
until early December 2008. 
As the bookkeeper, McCauley 
was responsible for the man- 
agement of his client's finan- 
cial affairs, including the 
receipt and payment of bills; 
the receipt, deposit, and man- 
agement of Cook’s income 
and revenue from various 
business ventures in which 
his former client controlled. 
Investigators discovered that 
during the period of 2004-2008,

ities, policies and procedures 
for reporting and responding 
to bullying and retaliation, 
collaboration with families, 
prohibition, and definitions. 

Specifically, the plan pro- 
hibits any form of bullying, 
cyber bullying, or retaliation 
in schools, on school 
on school buses, at bus stops, 
or in school-related activities. 
In the past, schools could not 
take action against bullying 
perpetrated online. Now, the 
law and this new plan, show 
that online harassment, teas- 
ing, and so forth can disrupt 
the educational process or 
create a hostile environment 
at school and as such the 
schools will now be able to 
take action. 

Ongoing professional devel- 
opment will be offered to all 
school staff, including teach- 
ers, administrators, coun- 
selors, nurses, cafeteria work- 
ers, custodians, bus drivers, 
athletic coaches, and so forth. 
Research-based training will 
include developmentally or 
age- appropriate strategies to 
prevent bullying and to effec- 
tively intervene in an active 

The district will also collab- 
orate with local and state 
agencies to “adopt evidenced 


based curricula and to pro- 
vide additional preventative 
services to students, parents 
and guardians, and faculty 
and staff,” said the report. 

The plan lists the substan- 
tial activities already going 
on in Wilmington schools 
including one-on-one and 
small group counseling, crisis 
intervention, transition plan- 
ning, and parent workshops. 

In several places the plan 
specifically addresses the 
needs of students with dis- 
abilities - who often become 
the target of bullies - giving 
additional training to manage 
their unique needs, particu- 
larly a student with autism, 
and incorporate those into 
Individualized Education 
Plans. 

Another key feature of the 
plan is the counseling that 
will be offered to targets, 
aggressors, and family mem- 
bers following an incident. 
‘Skill building will be offered 
to both targets and aggres- 
sors as part of the bully pre- 
vention curriculum. 

The plan includes 
stating that safe school and 
classroom environments will 
be created for all students, 
including those with disabili- 
ties, lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
transgender, and homeless

The plan delineates a 
detailed policy for the report- 
ing procedures, which will 
also allow anonymous reports 
of bullying. 

Responses to bullying first 
ensure the safety of the tar- 
get, including drafting a per- 
sonal safety plan where nec- 
essary.

“polluter pays” fees for the 
financially ailing federal 
toxic waste site cleanup pro- 
gram. One of the fees, the 
Corporate Environmental 
Income Tax, paid by compa- 
nies with $2 million or more 
in profits, was $12 on every 
$10,000 in profits - a drop in 
the bucket for corporations. 

Martha Stevenson, 
President of Wilmington 
Environmental Restoration 
Committee, Inc. (WERC, 
www.wilmingtonerc.org), 
made the following state- 
ment: “No community wants 
the stigma of being home to a 
Superfund site, but everyone 
affected wants and deserves 
assurance that all that can be 
done to clean up such sites 
will be done to protect human 
and ecological health in the 
future. At the Olin Chemical 
site we have been fortunate 
that some of the PRPs 
(Potentially Responsible 
Parties) were willing to fund 
the additional site assessment 
that is taking place now. 

But there is no guarantee 
that the PRPs will agree to 
pay for the actual clean up, 
which is likely to be quite 
expensive in terms of both 
dollars and time. To assure 
that the remediation at our 
site and others across the 
country is done, Congress 
needs to continue financing 
Superfund, whether by gener-

Gibbs said, “Thirty years ago 
this December, President 
Jimmy Carter signed the law 
which created the Federal 
Superfund. It is tragic that 
three decades later the same 
crisis exists within hundreds 
of communities, and we have 
a woefully underfunded pro- 
gram ill-prepared to address 
toxic tragedies. The good 
news is that hundreds of sites 
threatening Americans have 
been cleaned up in the last 30 
years which has revitalized 
communities and prevented 
water supplies from being 


shouldn’t have to wait twenty 
more.” 

Community and environ- 
mental organizations around 
the country are delivering let- 
ters today to remind federal 
policymakers that taxpayers 
should not be footing the bill 
to clean up abandoned toxic 
waste sites and to urge rein- 
statement of the “polluter 
pays” fees to replenish 
Superfund. Supported by 
President Barack Obama, 
three bills are pending that 
would reinstate the industry 
fees (NJ Senator Frank 
Lautenberg’s S 3164; OR 
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“unacceptable or unknown 


In addition, 
EPA estimates that about 25 
sites per year will be added to 
Superfund in the next 5 years, 
higher than the past average 
of 16 sites per year.

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Shawsheen Tech Football team takes Super Bowl title

_-MILTON - Saturday was 
destined to be an unforget- 
fable day in the life of 
‘Shawsheen ‘Tech football 
Coach Al Costabile vegardless 
‘of what happened in the 
‘Division 4 Super Bowl against 
Blue Hills Regional of Canton 
at Curry College, as he knew 
“that later that evening he 
would be walking his daugh- 
ter Liana down the aisle on 
er wedding day. 

~But his players made sure 
that they day would be a once 
in a lifetime experience for 
more than just one reason for 
their coach, winning 
Shawsheen’s first ever Super 
Bowl with a thrilling 20-6 win 
over the Warriors, giving

Something they had never 
experienced before, a Super 
Bowl victory. 

~Shawsheen wrapped up 
their incredible season with a 
record of 11-1, while Blue 
Hills finished at 10-2. 
-Costabile, who had been on 
the losing end of his two pre- 
vious Super Bowl appear- 
ances, with Bishop Fenwick 
ih 1995 and 1996 was happy to 
be on the winning end of the 
title game. 

“I've been on the losing end 
twice in Super Bowls,” 
Costabile said. “And this is a 
great feeling. I've never felt it 
before. It's fantastic. Just 
ae this trophy is good 


on that to one of the most 
memorable days in any 
father’s life, and it was 
indeed a special day for the 
coach, in hisi3th season at 
Shawsheen. 


“This has to be one of the 
greatest days of my life,” 
Costabile said. “I'm very for- 
funate. It really is a tremen- 
dous day.” 

The Rams made it even 
more tremendous by coming 
up big in the game’s biggest 
moments, scoring 14 fourth 
quarter points to earn the vic- 
tory. Playing the entire sec- 
ond half without starting 
quarterback Ryan Woolaver 
of Tewksbury after he went 
out with a leg injury on the 
final play of the first half, the 
Rams did not bow to the pres-

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sure, but instead rose to the 
occasion under the direction 
of backup quarterback Tyler 
MaclInnis. 

With the score tied 6-6, 
Wilmington’s Steve Reynolds 
scored what proved to be the 
game winning touchdown on 
a 25 yard run with 4:57 left in 
the game. 

Reynolds, who also had a 
pair of fourth quarter inter- 
ceptions to seal the victory, 
found a seam on the outside 
and raced down the right 
sideline, following a great 
downfield block from Devin 
Connearney on his way to the 
end zone and a 13-6 lead after 
Devonn Pratt’s extra point 
kick. 

“I got a great block from 
Devin to spring me and I just 
followed him to the end zone,” 


Reynolds said. “The line 
blocked great too. I was just 
happy at that point to make a 
play to help the team.” 

Connearney not only con- 
tributed to the game winning 
touchdown with a great block 
for Reynolds, but he had 
started the entire sequence 
that led to the score with a 
terrific 35 yard punt out of 
bounds that pinned Blue Hills 
at their eight yard line. 

“He's a tremendous punter,” 
Costabile said. “He's the best 
punter in our league. I don't 
know if there is a better high 
school punter. That punt was 
huge. It pinned them down 
inside the 10. It set everything 
up. It changed field position. 
Until then they had been 
operating in our end.” 


a loss of seven yards for Blue 
Hills and they were forced to 
punt from their one yard line. 
A fair catch on the Warriors 
punt allowed the Rams to 
start their possession on the 
Blue Hills 28 yard line, and 
after a three yard gain by 
Andrew Dascoli (17 carries, 
101 yards) on first down, 
Reynolds (4 carries, 47 yards) 
scored on the next play. 

It looked for a moment like 
Blue Hills was going to come 
right back with a score of 
their own. On their first play 
from scrimmage on their 
next series, Warriors quarter- 
back John Curran hit a wide 
open receiver in stride at 
about midfield with nothing 
but open field in front of him, 
but the receiver dropped the 
ball and Shawsheen main-

tained their lead. 

Given a new life, the Rams 
made sure they took advan- 
tage of it. Two plays later, 
Shawsheen junior Matt 
Costello of Wilmington picked 
off a Curran pass in the back- 
field and raced 35 yards 
untouched into the end zone 
for a 20-6 lead with 3:54 left in 
the game. 

Costello had beaten his 
blocker and had a clear path 
to Curran when the quarter- 
back tried to throw the ball 
away, but instead threw it 
right into Costello’s arms. 

“I looked up and saw the 
ball right in my face and just 
picked it off,” Costello said. “I 
got some great blocks from 
my teammates. I could see 
the end zone and I just 
thought to myself I have to

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get there.” 

The Shawsheen defense, 
which .saw their shutout 
streak of four consecutive 
games come to an end with 
Blue Hills third quarter 
touchdown, took their game 
to another level once they 
were playing with a lead. 

On Blue Hills next posses- 
sion Wilmington’s Devin 
Summiel and Drew Barnard 
combined to drop Warriors 
running back Isaiah Teixeira 
for a three yard loss on first 
down and on second down 
Reynolds all but sealed the 
win with a spectacular leap- 
ing one handed interception, 
giving the ball back to the 
Rams with 2:59 left 

A few moments later, on 
Blue Hills next possession, 
Reynolds did officially seal 
the deal with an interception 
and the Rams were champs 
for the first time in school 
history. 

While players like Reynolds 
and Costello made some of 
the biggest plays of the game, 
one of the things Costello was 
most proud of was that so 
many players on both sides of 
the ball contributed to the 
victory. 

“We don't have a superstar, 
Costabile said. “We have a 
group of young men who give 
it their all. There are no 
MVPs. They're all MVPs.” 

Shawsheen had taken a 6-0 
lead with 1:28 left in the first 
half on a brilliant 30 yard run 
by Woolaver who broke tack- 
les and powered his way into 
the end zone, taking a vicious 
hit just as he crossed the goal 
line. Woolaver stayed in the 
game, however, before he was 
knocked out a short time 
later on the last play of the 
half. 


Blue Hills had tied the score 
at 66 with 55 seconds left in 
the third quarter when 
Teixeira capped a 15 play, 78 
yard drive with a two yard 
scoring run. The two point 
conversion failed however, 
when Dascoli dropped 
‘Teixeira for a loss.

Wilmington resident has big interception 


Costello seals the 
deal for victory

MILTON - With just over 
four minutes left in 
Saturday’s Division 4 Super 
Bow! against Blue Hills, 
Shawsheen Tech was cling- 
ing to a 13-6 lead, and had 
just seen the Warriors bare- 
ly miss on connecting with 
what have been a game 
tying touchdown pass. 
Needless to say, the lead 

was anything but safe. 

That’s when defensive 
back Matt Costello stepped 
in and gave the Rams the 
breathing room they were 
looking for. On a third-and- 
10 play, Blue Hills quarter- 
back John Curran dropped 
back to pass, but before he 
even had a chance to look 
for a receiver, Costello a 
junior from Wilmington was 
in the backfield pursuing 
him. 

Curran, in an attempt to 
avoid the sack, tried to 
throw the ball away, but 
instead Costello stepped in 
front of the pass and raced 
untouched into the end zone 
to give the Rams a 20-6 lead 
with 3:48 left and the Rams 
would go on to win by that 
same score. 
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Costello was not planning 
on making one of the 
biggest plays of the game 
when he began to pursue 
Curran, but he was thrilled 
with the way play worked 
out, 

“I was just trying to do 
what coach talked to me 
about and get some pressure 
on the quarterback,” 
Costello said. “I was so sur- 
prised. I was shocked to 
find the ball in my hands, 
and then I had great blocks 
in front of me all the way to 
the end zone.” 

Perhaps it should not have 
been so shocking that 
Costello came up with a big 
play for the Rams when they 
needed him most, as he had 
seemed to make a habit of 
making such plays through- 
out the year. 

He had come up with punt 
blocks for the Rams in key 
late season games against 
CAC rivals Greater 
Lawrence and Manchester 
Essex and had nearly come 
up with a block earlier in 
the game against Blue Hills. 

Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile knows it was no 
mistake that Costello was in 
position to make a big play. 

“Matt is the type of guy 
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who always puts himself in 
the right place,” Costabile 
said. “It’s the reason that 
he has come up with those 
blocked punts. He has a 
knack for being around the 
ball and he makes things 
happen.” 

And while Costello has had 
a knack for making big 
plays both in the regular 
season and in the Super 
Bowl, it has not just been a 
few isolated plays where he 
has made his mark. He 
earned his way into the 
starting lineup this season 
and he was a key contribu- 
tor for the Rams all season 
long. 

“Matt improved as the sea- 
son went on, and he was a 
big part of our success,” 
Costabile said. “He came in 
and did a great job for us as 
a ‘monster’ back. Because 
he did such a great job it 
allowed us to get (starting 
quarterback) Ryan 
Woolaver off the field on 
defense, which was big for 
us. He was an absolute plea- 
sure to coach.” 

And Costello will be a plea- 
sure for Costabile to coach 
once again next year.

~"MILTON - If there were an 
“MVP of the playoffs for 
Shawsheen Tech it just may 
have been Wilmington’s Steve 
Reynolds. The junior running 
back/defensive back ran for 
#7 yards and the game win- 
‘ing fourth quarter touch- 
-down in the Super Bow! win 
Over Blue Hills, following up a 
408 yard, one touchdown 
effort in the playoff win over 
“Madison Park last week. 
=He was also outstanding 
Hefensively, recovering a 
Jumble against Madison Park 
“and picking off two passes 
‘against Blue Hills. The first 
of the picks against Blue Hills 
Was a thing of beauty, a one 
Handed leaping grab late in 
the fourth quarter that helped 
protect what at the time was 
a 13-6 Shawsheen lead. The 
second pick came with just 
under three minutes to go to 
seal the win. 

“He's made some outra- 
geous interceptions,” 
‘Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “He's just a 
great, great athlete. He really 
came up big today.” 

Reynolds, always a little 
reluctant to talk about him- 
self, was modest when talk- 
ing about his Randy Moss like 
grab. 

“I was just staying with my 
man and playing good 
defense,” Reynolds said. 
“And then you just want to 
jump higher than the other 
guy.” 

Of course the play he will be 
remembered for most is his 
25 yard touchdown run with 
4:57 left in the game to give 
the Rams the lead and ulti- 
‘ately the victory. It is a 
play that will live in Rams 
history, and Reynolds was 
quick to credit his team- 
mates, particularly lead 
blocker Devin Connearney, 
for making it possible. 

“I got a great block from 
Devin to spring me and I just 
followed him to the end zone,”

Costabile had told the Boston 
Herald in the days leading up 
to the Super Bowl.

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But the junior signal caller 
from Wilmington settled 
down and did a fine job the 
rest of the way for the Rams, 


tough situation. 

“It's a huge thing switching 
quarterbacks,” said 
Costabile. “Tyler coming in 
and being a steady influence 
and doing the job was so 
important. He managed the 
game very well.” 

After the game Costabile 
acknowledged what Woolaver 
had meant to the Rams all 
season long, presenting him 
with a game ball, much to the 
delight of his teammates who 
gave Woolaver a rousing ova- 
tion. “We're all about team,” 
Costabile said. “I normally 
don’t give out game balls, but 
Ryan deserves it. He has 
been a great leader for us all 
season long.” 


Rams notables 


Saturday’s win was the first 
ever MIAA Super Bowl win 
for Shawsheen Tech, with 
their only previous appear- 
ance in the Super Bow! com- 
ing in 1978 in a 34-0 loss to 
Concord-Carlisle. 

Since that Super Bowl loss, 
the Rams had made three 
other post season appear- 
ances, all in State Vocational 
Super Bowls, losing in 2004 
and winning in 2007 and 2008. 

This was Costabile’s third 
MIAA Super Bowl appear- 
ance as a head coach, losing 
in his previous two attempts 
while coaching Bishop 
Fenwick in 1995 and 1996. 

Over their last seven games, 
including the two playoff 
games the Rams outscored 
their opponents 216-18. This 
stretch included five consecu-

tive shutouts. Shawsheen 
allowed a touchdown to Lynn 
Tech in the third quarter of 
41-6 win on October 30, and 
did not allow another point 
until the third quarter in 
Saturday’s Super Bowl. 

While the Rams will lose 
some key seniors off of this 
year’s squad, including 
Woolaver, wide receiver 
Robert Greenwood of

He was named 
Northeast-10 "Goalkeeper of 
the Week" once and NE-10 
Freshman of the Week four 
times.

“Shot-stopping, making 
game winning saves, includ- 
ing an uncanny knack to 
make PK saves, are probably 
his biggest strengths,” said 
Stewart. “His weaknesses in 
the past were his levels of 
concentration, but he has 
done a very good job of stay- 
ing connected in games, com- 
municating and organizing 
those in front of him. 

“He is a great student of the 
game, watching games, learn- 
ing, looking to improve and 
this has helped him improve 
these areas.” 

Having a consistent pres- 
ence in goal is reassuring for 
both Stewart and his players. 
He says it’s not a shock that 
Papageorgiou has been able 
to play so many games in his 
career. 

“Vinny does everything 
right off the field and that 
includes his rest, diet and 
rehab,” he said. “His commit- 
ment to preparation is a 
major reason he is able to 
play so many games through- 
out the rigors of a college sea- 
son.”

The win capped a historic 
year for UMass Lowell, as 
they finished undefeated at 
240 and also won the 
Northeast-10 regular season 
and tournament champi- 
onships. 

The national championship 
was the first for Macy and 
was especially sweet as she 
had made it to the national 
championship game the last 
three years, losing each time. 

“It's the best thing in the 
wor'ld,” she said. “Lean't even 
describe it. It's definitely the 
best feeling I've ever had in 
my entire life. Coming that 
close for three years was just 
such a letdown and from that 
game you lose at the end of 
the year you're just focusing 
on the following year. 

“This was our last chance 
for our senior class. There's 
no better feeling than going 
out with a bang like this. I 
ean't even describe it.” 

Macy assisted on the only 
goal of the game in the 22nd 
minute. She was one of three 
River Hawks named to the 
NCAA All-Tournament team 
after the game. 

The defense was the reason 
why this team left Louisville 
as champions, said Macy. 

“Our defense has helped us 
incredibly all season,” she 
said. “To go up against them 
in practice made us 10 times 
better. Our coach said that 
the reserves on our bench are 
the second best team we've 
faced.” 

Head coach Shannon 
Hlebichuk, who won her sec- 


ond national championship, 
said this one is especially 


special. 
“Having won a national 


amazing 

and off the field. These play- 

ers were so competitive and 
each other every day. 

“We all had the same goal in 
mind, regardless of whether 
you were a starter or not. 
They all wanted to win a 
national championship. To 
get there: you had to win 
games so they focused on that 
one game at a time mentality. 
And before you knew it we 
were 23-0 and playing for that 
national championship.” 

“Coming into the season 
obviously our goal was to get 
back (to the national champi- 
onship),” said Macy. “Just 
like every year. I definitely 
didn't dream of being 24-0. 
It's an unbelievable feeling.” 

Macy was a major reason 
why her team was in the posi- 
tion to go undefeated and 
compete for a national cham- 
pionship. Her list of acco- 
lades in her career is star- 
tling. She was defending NE- 
10 Player of the Year and two- 
time NFHCA All-American. 
She has broken nearly every 
offensive record in program 
history, including goals (84), 
career points (203) and points 
in a single game (11). 

She was also named to the 
2009 NCAA Championship All- 
Tournament Team and to the 
NFHCA All-Academic Squad 
in 2007. 

Hlebichuk was effusive in 
her praise of the former 
‘Tewksbury High graduate.

“She was unbelievable,” she 
said. “She will go down in 
UMass Lowell field hockey 
history as our best goal scor- 
er. She's a multi-dimensional 
player. Not only could she 
shoot and score but she could 
also create so many goals 
and so many opportunities 
for us. Truthfully, at the end 
of the season we needed her 
to step up a little bit in the 
midfield and play a little 
more defense.

I think 
that made the biggest differ- 
ence with her as a player this 
year.” 

Hlebichuk knows that play- 
ers like Macy don’t come 
around often, and that it’s 
going to be very difficult for 
her to replace her next year. 


“I knew she was special 
when she committed to us, 
she said. “I didn't realize how 
dominant she would be. She's 
probably a once in I guess my 
coaching career type of play 
er.

But right off 
the bat her dominance from 
her freshman year to her 
senior year is unbelievable. 

Macy will get to savor this 
victory for awhile, as the 
school is holding a pep rally 
on Friday to celebrate the 
national champions. But she 
is sad that she has only one 
semester left, and the real 
world is right around the cor 
ner. 

“I'll just be happy to get a 
job I guess,” she said, “I'm 
not looking forward to it but I 
wish I could play field hockey 
forever.”

WILMINGTON - The 
Canadian Maritime provinces 
are very much like New 
England. Anyone familiar 
with family names in one 
region will find the same 
names in the other. But for 
the international border, it is 
one region, one culture. 

In Colonial times, there was 
no established _ border. 

h and French settlers 
both settled in the area and 
fought for many decades. In 
the town of Annapolis Royal, 
Nova Scotia, there is a fort 
that changed hands seven 
times in the Seventeenth and 
Kighteenth Centuries. Today, 
it is a wonderfully preserved 
historical exhibit. 

About 1755, the British in 
Nova Scotia ordered all 
French families to leave the 
land they knew as Acadia. 
The story of the Acadians was 
immortalized by Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow in the 
poem Evangeline. One family 
was put into every town along 
the Atlantic’ ~ seaboard. 
Wilmington had a family by 
the name of Labadeur. Many 
of the Acadians went to New 
Orleans, establishing a strong 
French culture in that city. 

Some of the Acadians were 
able to return to Nova Scotia. 
More than a century later, 
after the Civil War, some of 
the French families of Nova 
Scotia began emigrating to 
Massachusetts. This time, it 
was of their own choosing, 
and groups remained intact. 
They settled in many of the 
towns of eastern 
Massachusetts, and their 
descendants are an important 
part of those communities 
today. They did not have the 
advantage of much schooling, 
but the language they spoke 
was closer to that of France 
than was that of some who 
came from other parts of 
Canada. 

The families that settled in 
Wilmington all came from 
Eel River, Nova Scotia, on the 
eastern shore, near 
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Yarmouth, The family names 
included Babine, ‘Doucette, 
Surrette, Muse, Frotton, 
White and Porter. 

Rudolph “Dolph” Porter was 
one. of those Frenchmen, 
descended from some of the 
Acadian families. His great- 
grandfather had been sent to 
a town on Cape Cod, whence 
he made his way back to 
Nova Scotia. 

Dolph was about 23 when he 
arrived in Wilmington, about 
1882. In Nova Scotia, he had 
been doing carpentry and 
fishing. Fishermen were paid 
by shares. Sometimes they 
would sell their catch in 
Gloucester, Massachusetts. 
When they returned to Nova 
Scotia, the money would be 
divided among the crew. 

So Dolph did his share of 
fishing, but instead of return- 
ing to Nova Scotia, he stayed 
in Gloucester. Of course, he. 
lost his share of the pay, but 
the other fishermen didn’t 
mind. 

He made his way to 
Reading,’ wher’ dwelt anoth: 
er man named Porter — not a 
relative, just a friend. There 
he worked for a while for the 
Hobson Paint family. Then he 
got a job working on the rail- 
road as a track maintenance 
man. The job centered in 
Wilmington, so Dolph moved 
here. 


The maintenance crews had 
hand carts on which they car- 
ried tools and materials. Of 
course, for the big jobs, there 
were work trains. Sometimes, 
in the summer, a work crew 
would have 20 or 30 men. 
Many of them would be laid 
off in the winter, when there 
was not much work. Dolph 
and a few others would be 
kept busy clearing the switch- 
es of ice and snow. Many of 
the Wilmington Frenchmen 
had railroad jobs. Others 
worked in the Harriman’s 


Wilmington Square was not 
the place that it is today. 
Charlie Hudson had a store 
on the corner. Upstairs was 
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Ames Hall. On the other side 
of Church Street, Schamiel 
MacIntosh had a blacksmith 
shop, with about four sepa- 
rate buildings. Going north on 
Main Street was the old 
Blanchard house, where 
dwelt Dr. and Mrs. Daniel 
Buzzell. Then there was the 
ornate Hiller house, the home 
of Dr. Henry Hiller and Mrs. 
Dr. Frances Hiller. Beyond 
that was a Buck house, and 
then the home of Sarah D. J 
Carter and her sister. 

By 1887, Dolph was making 
good pay, working 10 hours a 
day as the section foreman. 

On April 11, 1887, he mar- 
ried Mary J. White, a Nova 
Scotia girl of 18 years. The 
wedding was in St. 
Augustine’s Church in 
Ballardvale, one of the last 
Wilmington weddings to be 
performed there. Not long 
after the Porter wedding, St. 
Thomas Parish was founded 
in Wilmington. 

Dolph and Mary Porter 
moved into a home on Church 


Wilmington station of the 
Wilmington &. Andover 
(Wé&A) Railroad. It had been 
moved to Church Street by 
Mrs. Dr. Hiller, a wealthy res- 
ident who had become close 
with several of Wilmington’s 
Frenchmen. It was originally 
constructed near the junction 
of the railroad tracks, where 
the W&A branched off and 
crossed Main Street. 

Rudolph and Mary Porter’s 
first children were born in 
that house. One of their sons 
was Henry Porter, who was 
the Wilmington postmaster 
for many years. He retired 
about 1966 and later worked 
as circulation manager of the 
‘Town Crier. 

It was around 1895 that 
things began to change in 
Wilmington Square. First, the 
railroad station burned down. 
In 1903, Schamiel MacIntosh’s 
blacksmith shop burned, 
along with Charlie Hudson’s 
store and Ames Hall. All this 
led to the establishment of a

Martin Holt, a Civil War vet- 
eran (15th Maine Volunteers). 
They lived on Forest Avenue, 
now Kirk Street, 


established a photography 
business in Boston, primarily 
working in medical photogra- 
phy. 

In Wilmington Square, 
whenever there was a camera

Selectman Charles Sargent, 
wearing a vest and a straw 
hat, posed as if he were about 
to board the streetcar. 
Sargent was the father of 
Eddie Sargent, later the 
superintendent of the 
Wilmington Water Dept.

After 33 years as a railroad 
maintenance man, Dolph sort 
of retired and became the 
crossing tender at the 
Wildcat railroad crossing on 
Main Street. He had a little 
shanty in which he could sit 
when it was raining or snow- 
ing. In nice weather, he sat 
out in the sun. He always 
greeted people driving on 
Main Street. 

Dolph held that job for 
seven years, and then turned 
it over to his friend Henry 
Hiller. He retired, to live at 
home. A few years later, on 
April 29, 1932, he died. He was 
72 years old, a well liked and 
well respected resident of 
Wilmington.

Think you have trouble deciding which family members to 
see during the holidays? Imagine having 346 nieces and 
nephews to choose from.

huge, unmoveable boulder. 

Stuck there and having

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The flu vaccine -- 


As a parent, you do everything you can to protect your 
children. Buckle them up in the car. Watch them closely 
when they're in the water. Teach them to look both ways 
when they cross the street. Warn them not to talk to 
strangers. 


How about making sure they get the flu vaccine? The 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recommend 
that everyone 6 months and older get the flu vaccine every 
year. That includes children from tiny to teen. 

Getting the flu vaccine is the best way to prevent flu. For 
children younger than 5 years of age and those with chron- 
ic health conditions, like asthma and diabetes, getting the 
flu vaccine is especially important to avoid serious flu com- 
plications like pneumonia, which can lead to hospitalization 
and even death. About 20,000 children younger than 5 years 
old are hospitalized each year from flu complications. Flu 
can also make some health conditions worse. 


Babies younger than 6 months are too young to get the 
flu vaccine, but they are at higher risk for complications 
and death from flu. Because of this, it is important that 
family members and other people that care for young 
infants get vaccinated to help ensure that they don't trans- 
mit the infection to them. "It's important that all family 
members and caregivers get the flu vaccine to ‘cocoon’ 
infants,1" says Dr. Anne Schuchat, Assistant Surgeon 
General of the U.S. Public Health Service and CDC's 
Director, of the National Center for Immunization and 
Respiratory Diseases. 

The 2009 HIN1 flu (so named for the year the virus was 
identified) hit children particularly hard last year, and that 
virus is expected to be around again this year. The 2010-11 
flu vaccine includes protection against the 2009 HINI flu 
virus, along with two seasonal flu viruses expected to cir- 
culate this season. 

There are two kinds of flu vaccine: the flu shot and a flu 
nasal spray vaccine. These vaccines cannot give you the flu 
because they are made from killed or weakened influenza 
viruses. Flu vaccines have an excellent safety record. 
Hundreds of millions of Americans have safely gotten flu 
vaccines and most people generally do not experience any 
side effects after getting a flu vaccine. When side effects do 
occur, they are generally mild and include redness and 
soreness at the injection site for the flu shot, and occasion- 
ally sore throat, runny nose and rarely fever after the nasal 
spray vaccine. While these symptoms can be uncomfortable 
and inconvenient, these symptoms are mild and resolve 
quickly when compared to a bad case of the flu.
